Another large lumbering company will 
soon be a flourishing business in the Crows 
Nest Pass as Atlas Lumber Company are mak¬ 
ing excellent progress on the construction of 
their new mills at Sentinel, just about three 
miles west of Coleman. 


Plans Progress for Big 
Gas Plant West of Coleman 

(The Lethbridge Herald) 

Alberta's minister of lands and forests has 
been authorized to sell to Westcoast Trans¬ 
mission Co. Ltd. 207 acres of land just west of 
Coleman on which Westcoast Transmission 
and Jefferson Lake Petrochemicals of Can¬ 
ada will construct a gas processing plant. 


President of the Home and School 
Mrs. Mildred 2ak, introduced guest 
speaker Horace Allen, principal of 
the Coleman schools, who gave 
an interesting talk on the Curricu¬ 
lum in Coleman schools from 
grades one to twelve inclusive. 

Mr. Allen also gave a thorough 
explanation of the credit system 
used in schools. 

During the evening two new of¬ 
ficers, corresponding secretary, 
Joe Brown, and publicity chairman, 
Joan Dunford, were elected and in¬ 
stalled to office with secretary Mrs. 
R. Upton and treasurer, Mrs. E. 
Aiello, who were not present at the 
last meeting when the full slate of 
officers were installed to office. 

Being the second official meet¬ 
ing of the newly formed Home and 
School Association memberships of 
$1 were collected and 59 persons 
became members of the Association. 
An invitation is extended to all 
parents and interested persons to 


Mayor AV-oussaly stated he had 
been well received in Ottawa and 
had been given the opportunity to 
present local problems to the Gov¬ 
ernment. He outlined the general 
procedure on the hearing. He point¬ 
ed out that some 35 million tons 
of coal were being used annually 
in Canada today with 20 million 
of this figure being Imported from 
the United States. 

“Can you Imagine that one-twen¬ 
tieth of this amount would put the 
ooal Industry in Canada back on its 
feet” 

He suggested that a restriction 
should be put on imported coal in 
order that Canadian mines be put 
back to work. Referring back to 
the middle 1800's when Nova Sco¬ 
tia coal, being shipped Into the 
States, caused some grief to the 
American mines, he stated it did 
not take the Americans long to 
curb this by passing a bill to cur¬ 
tail the amount of Canadian coal 
being Imported into the States. 

He also felt that the coal in¬ 
dustry could be protected by allo¬ 
cating certain territories for supply 
by Canadian mines. 

Such a market, he added, could 
be found in the north western part 
of Ontario. He also suggested high¬ 
er subsidies and lower freight rates 
should be made available for the 
coal industry to put it back on its 
feet. 

Mayor Aboussafy highly com¬ 
mended Dr. Lawrence E. Kindt for 
ils efforts at Ottawa In attempting 
to do something for the coal In¬ 
dustry. 

Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P.. and a 
member of the Mines, Forest and 
Water committee at Ottawa then 
gave a short address stating that 
this area should be given first con¬ 
sideration industrially to solve the 
plight we are now facing. He was 
of the opinion that Thermal Power 
plants would in time come to West¬ 
ern Canada and would aid the coal 
industry. He mentioned that the 
Borden Commission would be pre¬ 
senting their findings this week on 
the gas question. He outlined some 
of the work being done by the Pub¬ 
lic Works department to aid this 
part of the country and referred 
to new post offices being built and 
RCM Police buildings. 

L. M. McFarland. MP for Koo¬ 
tenay East constituency and Dean 
R Gundlock, MP of Lethbridge con¬ 
stituency also addressed the meet¬ 
ing and pledged their support to as¬ 
sisting Mr. Kindt to do everything 
possible to help the area which In 
turn would help their constituen¬ 
cies that were also feeling the ef¬ 
fects of the failing coal industry. 

J. J. Bansfteld, industrial Com¬ 
missioner of Lethbridge, also spoke

vitally interested In the problems of 
the coal Industry as problems that 
affected tills area affected all of 
southern Alberta. He added that 
Lethbridge was willing to co-oper¬ 
ate in any way to help develop this 
part of southern Alberta. 

Chairman of the meeting was 
William Bird of the West Canadian 
Collieries who ably introduced all 
speakers and disclosed some inter¬ 
esting information to the meeting. 

During the lengthy question pe¬ 
riod that was held the matter of 
having bulk loading docks built 
at Vancouver caused much debate 
and It was the general feeling of 
the meeting that this should be 
done without further delay In or¬ 
der to give the mines delegation 
that is going to Japan this month, 
a talking point price wise. 

The matter of the north western 
Ontario market was also discussed 
and It was the feeling of the meet¬ 
ing that no time should be lost in 
going after this Important market. 

In response to Mr. Kindt’s state¬ 
ment that if the people in the Pass 
could find a feasible industry for 
this area, he and the government 
would support it to the fullest ex¬ 
tent the question of thermal power 
plants was brought up. 

It was disclosed that the govern¬ 
ment would assist in building such 
a plant here if power from the 
plant could be sold. Mr. McKay, a 
solicitor from Fernie, pointed out 
that “Cheap electrical power never 
had to go begging yet.’’ 

Mr. Bird also commented that he 
had spoken to Mr. Borden of the 
Royal Commission on production of 
electrical power by thermal plants 
in this area and that Mr. Borden 
had felt this feasible. 

Mr. Bird also stated that the 
West Canadian Collieries had made 
a survey of the Gap area north of 
the Pass recently with a view to 
finding enough water to dam up 
for cooling purposes for a thermal 
power plant of a half million watt 
capacity. 

Mr. Aboussafy added to this by 
saying that the government would 
build a thermal plant here if it 
was economically sound. In con¬ 
clusion to this discussion Mr. Bird 
said “all we want Is the govern¬ 
ment to give Western Canada the 
same treatment as they are giving 
Nova Scotia and we will be satis¬ 
fied. One thermal plant built in 
this area would put all mines In 
this district back Into full time op¬ 
eration. 

Votes of thanks were extended 
to the speakers by F. C&tonio of 
Blalrmore Board of Trade, and 
President Horace Allen of Coleman 
Board of Trade. 


Pete Hornick, manager for Atlas 
in the Pass, stated that the all- 
weather gravel road from the Al¬ 
lison Creek gate to the sawmill site 
12 miles north to the South Race 
Horse Creek is now completed with 
the exception of about a mile that 
still has to be gravelled. 

This work is expected to be fin¬ 
ished in the next few days. 

The contract for the road, which 
cost in the near vicinity of some 
$30,000. was let to John Kostln- 
iuk of Blalrmore. 

On completion of the highway 
Mr. Hornick said that construction 
of the sawmill at South Race Horse 
would get underway within the 
next week and when completed 
would have a capacity of produc¬ 
ing between 50,000 and 60,000 bd. 
feet of lumber per day per shift. 

The mill, when in operation, will 
start out on one shift and will 
eventually see two shifts working 
full time. The mill at this site will 
require about 60 men with 30 work- 
in* on each shift. At present some 
12 to 14 men are employed in the 


primary construction work. 

Plans for the big planer mill to 
be built just south of the number 
three highway at Sentinel, three 
miles west of Coleman, are not 
yet complete, but Mr. Hornick stat¬ 
ed that it was hoped construction 
on the mill would start this win¬ 
ter to be in operation by spring. 

When both the sawmill and the 
planer mill are In operation. Mr. 
Hornick said, it was expected that 
some 100 men would be employed 
full time, weather permitting. 

Equipment for the sawmill at 
South Race Horse Creek is being 
made in Edmonton and is already 
beginning to arrive in the Pass, 
while machinery for the planer 
mill is still being investigated. 

Cost of construction of the all- 
weather gravel highway, together 
with the sawmill and planer mill 
is expected to be approximately one 
quarter million dollars. When the 
mills are in full swing they will 
play a great part in relieving the 
unemployment situation in Crows 
Nest Pass. 


Estimated value of the plant is 
$15,000,000 Westcoast executive as¬ 
sistant, J. R. Ballem, Calgary, told 
The Herald by telephone Friday. 

Construction of the processing 
plant will begin when Westcoast 
receives a permit for export of 
Alberta gas, Mr. Ballem said; how¬ 
ever, it “could only be an educated 
guess” when the construction will 
actually start, he added. 

Airport Induded 
The land, which includes an 
abandoned airport in the Crows 
Nest Pass, is located three and one- 
half miles west of Coleman near 
Seitinel siding. Purchase price was 
set by the government at $8,281.20. 

Westcoast Transmission Co. Ltd 
last year applied to the Alberta oil 
and gas conservation board for a 
permit to purchase Alberta gas 
and deliver it to the British Co- 
lumbia-Idaho bOTder. 

Westcoast plans to mirchase 
‘sour’ gas from the northeast Cal¬ 
gary field and the Savanna Creek 
field, both in Southern Alberta. 

The project would include a 
30-inch pipeline to be built by 
Westcoast from the international 
boundary near Kingsgate, B. C., to 
the Alberta-Brltish Columbia bor¬ 
der, a distance of about 106 miles. 

The Alberta oil and gas con¬ 
servation board, however, also re¬ 
ceived applications from Alberta 
and Southern Gas Co. Ltd., a com¬ 
pany formed to pipe natural gas

One Export Line 

At the present time, Mr. Bel- 
lam outlined, Alberta and South¬ 
ern and Westcoast will use only 
one export line and Westcoast 
is in the process of filing an am¬ 
ended application with the oil and 
gas conservation board. 

If and when the company re¬ 
ceives a permit from the Alberta 
oil and gas conservation board 
for export of gas, they must then 
receive permission from the fed¬ 
eral government, then from the U.S. 
federal power commission 

Westcoast Transmission and Al¬ 
berta and Southern Gas Company 
will hold equal shares of equity 
stock in the single pipeline. 

The planned project would .in 
addition to including the 30-inch 
pipeline from Kingsgate to the 
Alberta - B. C. bordeT, also prob¬ 
ably include 43 miles of 20*lnch 
pipe and 25.9 miles of six to 16- 
inch gathering system to deliver 
sour gas produced from the Sa¬ 
vanna Creek wells to the gas com¬ 
pany plant near Coleman. 

Gas from the East Calgary field 
will be piped to the Coleman plant 
and then will be piped, along with 
processed gas from the plant, to 
an interconnection with the 30- 
inch line at the Alberta - B. C. 
border. 

Plans are reported to call for 
two large gas processing plants to 
be constructed, one probably near 
Calgary and the other at Coleman.
